Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1966. 

On  the  whole  it  has  been  a  satisfactory  year;  the  health  of  the  district 
remained  good  with  no  serious  incidence  of  infectious  disease. 

The  vital  statistics  show  a  fall  in  the  birth  rate,  stillbirth  rate  and  death 
rate,  whilst  there  is  an  increase  in  the  important  rates  for  perinatal  and 
infant  deaths.  Unfortunately  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  tuberculosis,  and  also  in  the  number  of  cases  notified. 

Heart  disease  continues  to  be  the  main  cause  of  death,  and  there  is  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  lung  cancer.  However,  there  is  a 
considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  bronchitis  and 
accidents. 

Co-operation  with  general  practitioners  and  hospital  medical  staff 
remained  good  and  I  am  grateful  to  my  colleagues  for  this. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  continued  support 
and  the  Staff  for  their  unfailing  loyalty.

Coronary  Disease 

There  was  a  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  coronary  disease,  there 
being  35  as  compared  with  49  in  the  previous  year,  19  of  the  35  deaths 
were  in  men. 

Coronary  disease  may  be  regarded  as  the  modern  epidemic  responsible 
for  many  deaths  of  men  and  women  in  the  prime  of  life.  It  has  been 
shown  that  animal  fat  in  the  diet  may  be  an  important  factor  and  it 
seems  that  the  stress  and  strain  of  modern  life  with  the  tendency  to  take 
less  and  less  exercise  may  contribute  to  the  cause. 

Lung  Cancer 

There  were  7  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  as  compared  with  6  in  the 
previous  year. 
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In  spite  of  the  widespread  knowledge  of  the  association  between 
smoking  and  lung  cancer,  and  the  propaganda  that  has  been  carried  out 
for  over  ten  years  in  this  country,  there  is  little  evidence  that  the  smoking 
habits  of  the  public  have  changed  much. 

It  does  seem  very  difficult  to  influence  the  adult  smoker  and  so  it  appears 
essential  to  educate  school  children  at  an  early  age  on  the  dangers  of 
smoking  to  prevent  them  taking  up  the  habit. 

Bronchitis 

There  were  14  deaths  from  brohchitis  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
18  in  the  previous  year. 

Bronchitis  can  still  be  described  as  the  ‘English  Killing’  disease  and 
it  is  responsible  for  seven  per  cent  of  middle  age  deaths. 

There  is  evidence  that  atmospheric  pollution  and  cigarette  smoking  are 
important  factors  in  causing  and  aggravating  the  disease. 

Accidents 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  accidental  deaths ;  there  being 
3  as  compared  with  7  in  the  previous  year. 

Details  were  as  follows: 


1.  Male  aged  78  years  .  Fracture  of  the  neck  of  the  femur. 

2.  New-born  infant  .  Inattention  at  birth. 

3.  Male  aged  24  years  .  Asphyxia  due  to  strangulation  by  hanging.

H.  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


A.  Environmental  Circumstances  and  Local  Authority  Services 

(a)  General 

(i)  Water 

The  Durham  Water  Board  mains  supply  the  majority  of  the  houses  in 
this  District  and  during  the  year  this  service  has  been  satisfactory  both 
as  regards  quality  and  quantity.  The  remainder  of  the  properties,  totalling 
94,  which  are  situated  in  the  remote  parts  of  the  area  secure  their  supplies 
from  springs  and  wells. 

The  thirteen  properties  served  by  the  new  mains  extensions  from  Satley 
to  Low  Mill  and  Knitsley  to  Red  Houses  are  all  connected  to  the  mains 
with  the  exception  of  one  unoccupied  cottage. 

Extensions  were  made  to  the  Durham  County  Water  Board  mains 
to  serve  the  private  housing  development  at  Kitswell  Road  and  Alderdene 
Burn  Estate,  Lanchester. 

During  the  year  twenty  samples  of  water  were  obtained  from  private 
supplies  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  the  results 
were  as  follows:

One  sample  was  taken  from  the  mains  supply  in  Lanchester  village  and 
upon  examination  was  proved  satisfactory.

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(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  scheme  approved  in  1965  covering  enlargements  and  improvements 
to  the  Langley  Park  Sewage  Works  and  the  relaying  of  a  length  of  main 
outfall  sewer  was  commenced  in  December.  Very  little  work  had  been 
carried  out  by  the  end  of  the  year  but  it  is  expected  that  the  scheme 
will  be  completed  in  1967. 

The  new  sewer  and  pumping  station  at  Quebec  is  not  yet  in  operation 
owing  to  certain  pump  difficulties  and  the  penetration  of  water  into  the 
station  itself.  The  Council  has  decided  to  seek  the  services  of  a  Con¬ 
sultant  Engineer  in  order  to  alleviate  the  unsatisfactory  conditions 
existing  at  this  pumping  station. 

The  scheme  to  remedy  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  in  Lanchester 
Village  and  also  provide  extensions  to  the  new  housing  estates,  together 
with  the  enlargement  of  the  sewage  works  which  was  commenced  in 
August,  1965  was  estimated  to  be  88%  complete  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  following  property  has  been  provided  with  a  new  system  of  drainage, 
complete  with  septic  tank  and  filter : 

Springwell  Farm  Cottage,  Tow  Law. 


(iii)  Sanitary  Accommodation 

During  the  year  the  santiary  accommodation  of  5  houses  was  converted 
from  conservancy  to  water  carriage,  and  the  revised  figures,  taking  into 
consideration  the  erection  of  new  houses  and  the  closing  and  demolition 
of  unfit  houses,  are  as  follows :

(iv)  Atmospheric  Pollution 

Atmospheric  pollution  is  still  prevalent  although  there  is  some  improve¬ 
ment  as  a  result  of  modernisation  to  existing  houses.  All  new  houses 
erected  in  the  area  are  fitted  with  applicances  approved  for  burning 
smokeless  fuel. 

There  was  no  complaint  of  pollution  from  industrial  premises. 


(v)  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 

Rodent  control  is  now  a  constant  problem.  Notification  of  infestations 
continue  to  be  received  in  increasing  numbers  and  every  effort  is  made 
to  deal  with  them  expeditiously.  The  small  motor  van  used  for  the  purpose 
of  transporting  the  rodent  operative  and  his  equipment  to  sites  of  infesta¬ 
tion  continues  to  be  very  useful  in  that  a  much  larger  volume  of  work 
can  be  undertaken  and  completed  in  much  less  travelling  time. 
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Inspections  and  revisits  totalled  1 ,280  involving  1 1 5  infestations,  and  this 
included  682  properties  which  were  visited  primarily  for  some  other 
purpose  (see  Appendix  ‘D'  for  details).  Refuse  tips  and  other  likely 
sources  of  rodent  infestation  are  given  regular  routine  visits  in  order  to 
minimise  infestation. 

Six  sewer  systems  were  treated  at  different  periods  of  the  year  with  the 
result  that  of  the  108  manholes  baited,  59  showed  takes  of  poison  bait. 


(vi)  Disinfestation  Surveys  and  Treatments 

Visits  of  inspection  were  made  in  respect  of  furnishings  of  prospective 
tenants  for  council  houses  before  permission  was  given  for  removal. 
Fumigation  of  one  house  was  found  to  be  necessary  before  the  new 
tenant  was  allowed  to  take  up  occupation  of  this  council  house.  One 
house  was  found  to  be  infested  with  vermin  and  the  furnishings,  etc.  were 
treated  with  an  insecticide  before  the  tenant  was  allowed  to  move  into 
a  council  house. 

Thirty-one  council  houses  were  inspected  where  it  was  thought  that 
tenants  were  not  keeping  their  houses  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  As  a 
result  of  these  inspections  it  was  necessary  to  send  letters  to  ten  tenants 
and  to  instruct  a  further  five  verbally  to  keep  their  homes  in  a  more 
cleanly  state.  Later  visits  to  these  fifteen  houses  showed  marked  improve¬ 
ments  in  conditions. 

Six  premises  and  two  refuse  tips  were  treated  with  an  insecticide 
following  complaints  of  flies,  beetles  or  moths.  Two  wasp  infestations 
were  also  treated  during  the  year. 


(vii)  Noise  Abatement 

Investigations  were  made  into  three  complaints  of  noise  nuisance. 

One  was  concerning  a  garage  workshop  where  loading  and  unloading 
of  heavy  vehicles  was  carried  out  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning,  and 
the  other  two  were  in  connection  with  barking  dogs. 

Following  interviews  with  the  owners,  the  nuisances  were  abated  in 
all  three  cases. 

(viii)  Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal 

No  serious  difficulties  in  the  operation  of  the  public  cleansing  service 
were  encountered  during  the  year  under  review.  The  four  18  cu.  yd.  fore 
and  aft  tipping  vehicles  are  now  beginning  to  require  more  extensive 
maintenance  to  keep  them  in  a  serviceable  condition.  In  view  of  this, 
a  replacement  programme  has  been  agreed  whereby  the  existing  fleet 
will  be  replaced  over  the  next  two  financial  years  by  three  rear  loading 
compression  type  vehicles.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  will  also  bring  about 
a  reduction  in  labour  force. 
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In  order  to  dispense  with  the  need  to  rely  on  hired  contractors  to  carry 
out  the  work  of  controlling  refuse  tips,  the  Council  decided  to  purchase 
a  mechanical  shovel.  This  machine  makes  regular  weekly  visits  to  all  refuse 
tips  in  the  area  and  therefore  a  higher  standard  of  control  is  maintained. 
During  the  year,  three  small  refuse  tips  were  completed  and  the  land 
returned  to  agricultural  use.  Negotiations  were  also  completed  with  a  local 
company  whereby  the  Council  now  have  a  large  quarry  for  the  disposal 
of  refuse  from  a  number  of  villages  in  this  area. 


The  problem  of  stone  spoil  in  concessionary  domestic  coal  deliveries 
to  miners  in  Lanchester  Village  and  Langley  Park  was  completely  abolished 
as  a  result  of  the  National  Coal  Boards’  new  supply  and  delivery  system. 


A  further  493  houses  in  Lanchester  and  Burnhope  were  brought  into 
the  paper  sack  refuse  storage  scheme  and  another  500  houses  in  Langley 
Park  are  expected  to  be  incorporated  within  the  scheme,  sometime  in  1967. 
Seventy-nine  new  houses  have  been  erected  and  occupied  within  the  area 
of  the  scheme  and  each  house  has  been  supplied  with  a  sack  holder  at  a 
cost  of  £3  16s.  Od.  to  each  owner  or  occupier.  At  the  year  end  a  total  of 
1,834  houses  were  operating  the  paper  sack  refuse  storage  scheme. 


(ix)  Swimming  Baths 

Lanchester  C.E.  (Controlled)  School 
The  new  baths  built  in  1965  for  the  pupils  of  this  and  other  schools 
within  the  area  continued  to  operate  during  the  year  and  twenty  bac¬ 
teriological  samples  were  taken  by  the  Health  Department  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination. 


(x)  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963 

Two  premises  were  licenced  under  this  Act  during  the  year.  An  arrange¬ 
ment  exists  whereby  a  local  veterinary  practitioner  reports  on  any  premises 
when  necessary. 


(xi)  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964 

To  date,  eight  applications  have  been  received  for  registration  under 
this  Act  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  seven  had  been  registered,  five  of  which 
were  itinerant  collectors. 
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(xii)  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960 

During  the  period,  one  site  licence  was  issued  under  this  Act  to  a 
holiday  caravan  club  operating  thirty  caravans  between  the  months  of 
March  and  October.  Two  other  site  licences  are  in  operation  involving 
three  caravans. 


(b)  Housing,  Factories,  Offices,  etc. 


(i)  General 

In  the  twelve  months  ended  the  31st  December,  eighty-one  new 
houses  were  erected  by  private  enterprise  in  the  following  areas:

(ii)  Discretionary  Grants 

A  total  of  23  applications  in  respect  of  34  houses,  mainly  from  owner- 
occupiers,  were  received  during  the  year.  This  shows  an  increase  of  one 
on  the  previous  year.  Twelve  dwellings  were  inproved  and  a  total  of 
£3,167  Os.  Od.  paid  to  the  respective  owners,  making  an  average  of 
£263  18s.  Od.  per  house. 

(iii)  Standard  Grants 

During  the  year  there  were  22  applications,  an  increase  of  6  on  the 
previous  year.  Eighteen  dwellings  were  improved  and  a  total  of 
£1,184  16s.  Od.  paid  to  the  respective  owners  making  an  average  of 
£65  16s.  5d.  per  house.

(iv)  Closures  and  Demolition 

(a)  Hamsteels  Village 

Following  the  Council’s  decision  in  1965  to  place  Closing  Orders  on 
64  houses  in  this  village,  twenty-one  persons  made  application  for  well- 
maintained  payments  under  Section  30  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957.  Fourteen 
applications  qualified  for  payment.  The  submitted  bills  and  accounts  in 
respect  of  these  fourteen  applications  were  checked  and  a  total  of 
£1,276  7s.  Od.  was  agreed  to  be  paid  to  the  fourteen  applicants  on  vacation 
of  their  houses.  At  the  year  end  three  of  these  houses  had  been  vacated  and 
a  total  of  £250  paid  in  compensation. 

The  tenants  of  the  houses  in  this  village  are  gradually  moving  to  other 
villages  in  the  area  as  a  result  of  the  Closing  Orders  and  at  the  31st 
December,  1966  nineteen  of  the  sixty-four  houses  had  been  vacated. 
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(b)  In  November  a  report  was  submitted  to  the  Council  outlining  that 
in  accordance  with  Section  4  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  320  houses  could 
be  regarded  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  It  was  later  decided  that  these 
properties  be  classified  in  order  of  priority  into  a  five-year  programme 
dealing  with  a  fixed  number  of  houses  each  year.

Premises  Act,  1963 

The  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  totalled  78  registered  premises, 
15  offices,  55  shops  and  8  catering  establishments  open  to  the  public,  as 
compared  with  75  registered  premises,  14  offices,  53  shops  and  8  catering 
establishments  open  to  the  public,  at  the  31st  December,  1965. 

During  the  year  4  new  premises  were  registered,  1  office  and  3  shops, 
but  upon  inspection  it  was  found  that  one  previously  registered  shop  had 
closed,  thus  reducing  the  register  to  the  above-mentioned  figure.  All 
premises  requiring  registration  under  this  Act  have  now  been  registered. 

A  total  of  226  persons  are  employed  in  registered  premises  giving  an 
average  of  2.9  persons  per  workplace  as  compared  with  311  persons  and 
an  average  of  4.1  per  workplace  in  1965.  This  reduction  has  been  mainly 
due  to  a  large  bingo  sorting  office  substantially  reducing  their  staff.  The 
average  number  of  persons  employed  in  the  various  classes  of  workplace 
are  as  follows :

A  sample  of  untreated  milk  from  a  producer  retailer  was 
found  positive  to  Brucella  Abortus  following  notification  of  a 
case  of  Undulant  Fever  where  the  patient  was  consuming  milk 
from  this  source.  Blood  and  milk  samples  were  taken  from  all  the 
cows  on  the  farm  of  the  producer  and  submitted  to  the  Veterinary 
Investigation  Centre  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  and  results  showed  that  out  of  a  herd  of  12  cows,  8 
were  infected  with  Brucella  Abortus.  The  producer  quickly  dis¬ 
posed  of  his  milk  round  and  all  milk  from  the  farm  was  sent  to 
the  Milk  Marketing  Board  for  pasteurisation. 

( b )  The  following  complaints  of  contaminated  foodstuffs  were 
received : 

1 .  Insect  in  a  tin  of  Bilberries. 

This  complaint  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  but 
unfortunately  only  the  insect  and  the  tin  were  recoverable  from 
the  complainant  and  the  analyst  stated  that  an  examination 
would  be  to  no  avail  as  the  contents  had  been  previously  cooked 
in  a  tart.  It  was  decided  that  no  legal  proceedings  be  instituted 
but  the  matter  be  taken  up  with  the  manufacturers. 

2.  Prounounced  Odour  in  a  Bottle  of  Dandelion  and  Burdock 

This  complaint  was  also  referred  to  the  analyst  for  his 
report  and  from  the  information  suplied  it  was  agreed  that  a 
warning  letter  be  sent  to  the  manufacturers.

(iv)  Meat  and  Other  Foods.  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958 

There  are  four  slaughterhouses  operating  in  the  district.  In  his  routine 
visits  the  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  reported  the  conditions  he  found  as  satisfactory. 

Due  to  the  distance,  it  is  not  always  practicable  to  be  present  at  the 
actual  time  of  slaughter,  but  all  carcases  and  organs  are  inspected  at 
each  visit. 

Condemned  meat  is  stained  and  disposed  of  under  our  supervision. 

There  were  13  slaughtermen  on  the  register  at  the  31st  December,  1966. 


(v)  The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963 

For  many  years  past  a  100%  meat  inspection  has  been  carried  out  in 
the  district  and  carcases  and  offal  of  all  animals  slaughtered  for  human 
consumption  are  not  removed  from  the  place  of  slaughter  until  they  have 
been  inspected  and  marked  with  the  official  stamp.  For  details  of  carcases 
inspected  see  Appendix  ‘F\ 

No  charges  are  made  for  meat  inspections. 

The  Council  decided  that  there  was  no  need  to  exercise  their  powers 
under  the  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1966  and  fix  the 
times  of  slaughtering  in  the  private  slaughterhouses  as  no  serious  difficul¬ 
ties  exist.

(d)  Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and  Other  Diseases 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  confirmed  cases  in  the  year — 
there  being  143  as  compared  with  172  in  1965. 

For  analysis  of  notified  and  confirmed  cases  of  notifiable  diseases, 
see  Appendix  ‘B’. 

During  the  year,  all  infectious  diseases  needing  hospitalisation  were 
admitted  to  Chester-le-Street  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

These  continue  to  be  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
at  the  General  Hospital,  Westgate  Road,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne. 

This  public  health  service  is  free  within  the  National  Health  Service 
and  is  designed  to  assist  all  concerned  in  the  diagnosis,  prevention  and 
control  of  infection. 

Specimens  may  be  submitted  by  doctors,  veterinarians,  dentists,  persons 
acting  on  behalf  of  medical  officers  of  health,  such  as  public  health 
inspectors  and  health  visitors,  or  by  representatives  of  official  bodies. 
Specimens  cannot  be  accepted  from  private  persons. 
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Routine  specimens  examined  fall  under  two  main  headings,  ( a )  medical 
specimens  and,  (b)  sanitary  specimens  from  local  or  food  authorities  or, 
by  arrangement,  from  commercial  undertakings.

TAB  and  other  vaccines  may  be  obtained  from  retail  pharmaceutical 
chemists. 

Yellow  fever  vaccination  is  done  only  at  centres  designated  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  the  local  centre  being  at  the  Central  School  Clinic, 
12-18  City  Road,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  1 — Telephone,  Newcastle  25609.

Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  8  cases  notified  as  compared  with  9  last  year.  The  infection 
was  mild  in  type  and  no  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 


Measels 

There  were  98  cases  of  measles  notified  as  compared  with  150  in  the 
previous  year.  This  conforms  to  the  usual  pattern  of  the  two-yearly 
epidemic.  No  cases  were  treated  in  hospital  and  there  were  no  deaths. 
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Whooping  Cough 

There  were  7  cases  notified  as  compared  with  6  in  the  previous  year. 
There  were  no  admissions  to  hospital  and  no  deaths.  Nevertheless  it  is 
important  to  realise  that  whooping  cough  can  still  be  a  lethal  disease  in 
infancy  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  protect  the  young  infant  from 
infection  by 

(a)  commencing  immunisation  early,  at  2-3  months  and 

( b )  ensuring  that  all  other  children  in  the  family  are  fully  protected, 
not  only  by  a  full  course  of  immunisation  in  infancy  but  also  by  a 
booster  dose  at  18  months. 


Food  Poisoning 

There  were  4  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  and  1  confirmed,  as  due 
to  infection  with  salmonella  typhimurium  in  a  girl  aged  ten  who  lived  on  a 
farm.  All  her  family  contacts  were  investigated  with  negative  results. 

Faecal  swabs  from  9  cows  and  11  calves  were  examined  but  all  gave 
negative  results.  Two  specimens  of  cattle  food  (meal)  were  examined  also 
with  negative  results.  It  was  not  possible  to  trace  the  source  of  infection. 


Dysentery 

Twenty-six  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  and  24  confirmed  as  due  to 
infection  with  Shigella  Sonnie.  Most  of  the  cases  were  children  attending 
an  infants  school  and  all  those  infected  were  excluded  from  school  until 
proved  free  from  infection.  It  was  necessary  to  exclude  one  school-meals 
attendant  from  work  until  she  was  free  from  infection. 

Poliomyelitis 

For  the  fifth  year  in  succession  there  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  important  to  continue  keeping  the  vaccination  rate  high, 
particularly  amongst  the  young  children,  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of 
poliomyelitis  outbreaks.  The  oral  vaccine  has  made  vaccination  so  easy 
that  its  should  be  possible  to  have  all  infants  vaccinated. 

Vaccination  against  this  disease  continued  during  the  year  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  the  vaccination  state  for  the  Rural  District  was  as  follows :

Diphtheria 

No  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified.  The  last  case  in  the  district 
occurred  in  1949  and  the  last  death  in  1944.  Nevertheless  this  position  has 
been  achieved  by  immunisation  and  in  order  to  maintain  protection 
against  the  disease,  it  is  important  for  all  children  to  be  immunised  in 
infancy  and  for  booster  dose  to  be  given  at  the  age  of  18  months,  5  years 
and  9  years. 

In  the  summer  term  a  school  scheme  for  diphtheria/tetanus  and 
diphtheria  immunisation  was  carried  out  in  all  the  infant  schools. 


Children  whose  parents  had  given  consent  were  given  full  courses  or 
booster  doses  as  required.  Details  of  the  number  of  children  immunised 
are  set  out  on  the  following  table.

Tuberculosis  Services  in  the  Area 


(i)  At  the  chest  clinic  at  Villa  Real  there  are  special  sessions  for 
contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

(ii)  Those  needing  hospital  treatment  are  admitted  to  Maiden  Law 
Hospital  and  the  few  needing  thoracic  surgery  are  transferred  to  Shotley 
Bridge  General  Hospital. 

(iii)  There  were  107  patients  on  the  tuberculosis  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  Most  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  registered  by  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  as  disabled  persons  and  each  patient  is  assessed  at 
the  Chest  Clinic  before  returning  to  work.  There  is  close  co-operation 
between  the  Chest  Physician  and  the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer, 
and  if  thought  suitable  a  course  of  industrial  rehabilitiation  at  the  Felling 
Unit  is  arranged  and  some  patients  are  referred  to  Finchale  Abbey  Train¬ 
ing  Centre  for  further  training. 

(iv)  The  vaccination  of  1 1  year  old  school  children  and  young  adults 
with  B.C.G.  was  carried  out  in  the  schools  during  the  months  of  Nov¬ 
ember  and  December.  Altogether  218  children  and  young  adults 
attending  four  schools  and  an  adult  training  centre  were  tuberculin 
tested  and  183  were  given  B.C.G.  vaccine.  All  positive  reactors  who  had 
not  previously  received  B.C.G.  vaccination  were  referred  to  the  chest 
clinic.  (See  details  below).

The  Heaf  Multiple  Puncture  Skin  Tuberculin  Test  was  used.  B.C.G.  was 
given  in  doses  of  0.1  ml.  intra-dermally.  It  will  be  noted  that  6.82%  of  those 
given  a  Tuberculin  test  were  found  to  be  positive  as  compared  with  13.07% 
in  1965,  5.15%  in  1964,  5.5%  in  1963,  12.35%  in  1962,  27.54%  in  1961  and 
35.11%  in  November  1960.  16  Consents  were  received  from  Children  who 
had  previously  been  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  All  were  given  skin  tests  and 
found  to  be  positive  reactors.

A  tuberculin  test  is  included  as  part 
of  the  first  medical  examination  at  school,  the  test  being  carried  out  by 
the  health  visitor  a  week  before  it  is  read  by  the  school  medical  officer  at 
the  medical  examination.  Positive  reactors  are  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic 
for  investigation  and  contacts  of  all  tuberculosis  positive  cases  are 
investigated.

Details  of  facilities  together  with 
the  consent  forms  for  smallpox  vaccination;  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus  immunisation  are  enclosed  with  this  literature.  When  a  child 
reaches  the  age  of  twelve  months  and  4  years  and  9  months,  further 
propaganda  pamphlets  regarding  diphtheria  immunisation  are  sent.

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(b)  Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Midwifery  Service 

(i)  Midwifery 

During  the  year  218  live  and  still  births  were  assigned  to  the  area. 
83.9  per  cent  occurred  in  hospital  and  16.1  per  cent  at  home;  none  of  these 
were  in  the  presence  of  a  doctor.  There  were  2  still  births  and  6  deaths  in 
the  first  week  of  life  and  no  maternal  deaths. 

There  is  one  County  Midwife  who  owns  a  car  and  is  authorised  to  use 
it  in  the  course  of  her  official  duties. 

All  midwives  are  trained  in  the  use  of  and  possess  apparatus  for  gas  and 
air  analgesia.  40  per  cent  of  the  domiciliary  cases  were  given  gas  and  air 
and  54.3  per  cent  were  given  pethidine. 

(ii)  Domiciliary  Nursing 

A  total  of  5,116  home  visits  were  made  by  the  domiciliary  nurses 
during  the  year,  1,650  (32  per  cent)  of  which  were  made  to  patients  over 
the  age  of  65  years.

The  Stanley  Depot  provides  a  24-hour  service  acting  as  a  reception 
point  for  calls  arising  in  the  North-West  portion  of  the  County  and  being 
responsible  for  the  emergency  service  in  the  whole  of  the  area,  besides 
having  capacity  to  handle  out-patients  from  the  Stanley  area  attending 
hospitals  for  examination  and  treatment.  Both  depots  function  under  the 
overall  supervision  of  the  Central  Control  at  Durham;  Stanley  being 
linked  by  a  direct  telephone  line.  An  additional  measure  of  control  is 
achieved  by  having  radio  installed  on  one  vehicle  at  Consett  and  three 
vehicles  at  Stanley.

To  further  improve  co-ordination  in  the  area  a  liaison  officer  operates 
at  the  Shotley  Bridge  General  Hospital.

(e)  Domestic  Help  Service 

At  the  beginning  of  January  1966,  114  cases  in  the  district  were  being 
served  by  a  Home  Help.  There  were  43  new  cases  during  the  year  and  of 
the  157  receiving  the  service,  154  (98%)  were  chronic  sick,  aged  and 
infirm.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  125  cases  in  the  area,  32  cases 
having  been  terminated  during  the  year. 

(f)  Mental  Health  Service 

Occupation  Centre  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children. 

The  Villa  Real  Centre  at  Consett  has  continued  to  be  used  for  mentally 
defective  children  excluded  from  school  under  Section  57  of  the  Education 
Act,  1944.  Eighteen  males  up  to  the  age  of  16  years  and  twenty-one 
females  under  21  from  the  North-West  of  Durham  travel  daily  to  this 
Centre.  The  Education  Department  arrange  for  the  provision  of  school 
meals  and  free  milk  for  these  pupils  and  for  transport  to  and  from  the 
Centre. 

Lanchester  Adult  Training  Centre. 

This  Centre  which  was  opened  in  1962  continues  to  operate  very 
successfully  and  to  expand.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  26  resident 
and  36  day  trainees  and  this  included  16  females’ 

(g)  Local  Health  Authority  Accommodation 

Admission  of  those  needing  care  and  attention  to  local  health  authority 
hostels  is  arranged  directly  with  the  County  Health  department,  but  cases 
requring  urgent  attention  are  often  referred  by  their  own  doctor  to  the 
local  health  department.
